EQUAL EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR ALL MINORITY GROUPS 
Well my friends that time has come. Don't 
shut-up, but stand-up and wake-up. In 10 or 20 
years there won't be prunes or walnuts for picking. 
At the rate progress is moving around the valley don’t 
be surprised if you go next season and find a tract of 
homes or a supermarket in its place. If we don’t bet¬ 
ter ourselves in this decade 20 years from this day we 
will be picking up our shadows of negligence and me¬ 
mories of passed in jails, or slum alleys in place of 
fruits. |t takes just a little extra courage for a per¬ 
son of a minority group to move info a new neighbor¬ 
hood and associate with different people and different 
cultures I refer to our friends the Anglo. We might 
encounter discrimination and feuds, tho wouldn 1 1 it 
be foolish to run, what we must do is to stand our 
ground. I don't mean by using violence, for nothing 
is ever accomplished in this approach but by nego¬ 
tiating and thus coming to a closer and more meaning¬ 
ful understanding. 

Let me mention a few points found among or 
minority groups, I will specifically refer to my native 
tongue Mexican American byname. In accordance 
to the 1960 census indicated that 77% of the labor 
force falls in the Agriculture Dept, of employment. 
And those of Anglo natural-origin hold positions suqh 
as foremen and managers. In this same department 
why the difference? 

For this reason our raza must increase its re¬ 
presentation by 25%. By directing projects in con¬ 
junction to our forecoming bill the war on poverty, 
overwhelmed by so many human beings, furthermore 
as a standard policy this bill is hoped to help all peo¬ 
ple involved disregarding race, color, creed or nat¬ 
ural origin of an individual. 

We must also be aware of other problems, our 
crime, delinquency, school dropouts and even health 
and social habits. |t is also been brought to my atten¬ 
tion that our people have a tendency to live in po¬ 
verty and a great number of our youth tend to follow 
our elders patterns, as many of us call it traditional 
customs. Call it what you like tho one who is born 
in poverty stays in poverty unless he happens to be a 
gifted individual. For this reason our youth must be 
given reconsideration by our elders and be given the 
opportunities of challenging these problems with firm¬ 
ness and become more involved with social and aca¬ 
demic career schools, we must accept the facts that 


our true resources and pride are inbounded within our 
human people, and thru only by united means will 
slowly see the image and true value of our minority 
youth and be able to show the majority groups that 
thru struggles and waiting periods, show our achieve¬ 
ments of which our forefathers have so proudly con¬ 
served. I furthermore feel that in the near future we 
will be granted the full support of all minority groups 
rather it be Oriental, Negro, Jewish, or whathave- 
you, for this is our only means of being able to be 
garented the liberty of living without fear of what will 
happen to our youth of nexter year. 

Let me just mention some disadvantages of our 
minority groups and education: 

a) Financial difficulties 

b) Family complication of his unusual culture 

c) Uncertainty because of race or language 

barrier 

I'll speak about moral- when it comes down to 
morals, a customer will always appreciate an honest 
person. He must have the emotional stability. There 
are always customers who are hot headed and will be¬ 
gin any type of violent outbursts the clerk has to be 
able to get things under control in a hurry. Uncer¬ 
tainty- although a person in a minority group maybe 
well trained at a certain profession their is always the 
uncertainty that a would-be employer will not em¬ 
ploy this person. |f is true that the laws have been 
passed by the state legislature to avoid discrimin¬ 
ation in employment but many employers when inter¬ 
viewing a person from a minority group and an Anglo 
will on the average employ the Anglo. Many are well 
a ware that many people in the dominant group show 
prejudice toward these groups and many may not pa¬ 
tronize the store, barbershop, restaurant, hotel or 
any other establishment. For this reason many Mexi¬ 
can Americans, American Negroes, Filipinos, etc., 
obtain unskilled jobs. Their salaries and working con¬ 
ditions are always among the lowest, but are happy 
working among their own kind, and unfortunately sel¬ 
dom advance above that status. While other white 
Americans might not show this discrimination, they 
might believe that most minority groups lack education 
and training to compete in our dynamic labor market. 
Before we can be treated as equals we must show the 
Anglos that we have the ability, mentality, desire, 
and mean business in our competition with them. 

Money- Among one of the necessities in ob¬ 
taining a better education is of course, money. Most 
people are not fortunate enough to have parents or 
relatives that are not financially well off to carry them 
through their schooling. Most especially those in the 
minority groups. They usually encounter serious prob¬ 
lems once they have broken loose from the bonds of 
the home town. |t simply boils down to this; one has 
to go through mud and hot water, and maybe even 
bread and water wiel getting started. 

Tougher yet when one is married and tries to 
get a decent education. 

Family difficulties- Most women will do any¬ 
thing to help their husbands, but once a husband thinks 
about getting a new job, they will begin almost in¬ 
stantly about family obligations mother-in-laws etc. 

I further more urge all minority groups to attend 
this new California Business College. It concerns ba¬ 
sically with Grocery Checking tho let us not forget

It would be very un¬ 
realistic to think that no one in our minority group or 
any other minority group thinks that there kind is su¬ 
perior to all others. We cannot and will not by think¬ 
ing that our lot is the best, or by ignoring the prob¬ 
lems of other groups achieve our own goals. I res¬ 
pectful ly state my personal opinion if ever you achieve 
a great success please reconsider the problems of others 
and treat them as you expect to be treated. And may 
1 wish you the best of luck.
